The children’s 
bodies are bloated from hunger and 
disease. F or m onths they have been^ 
living upon grass and a soup made 
of roots. The bread supply in Pet- 
rograd was nearly exhausted a fo rt­ 
night ago and could no/, he bought. 
it. could only be secured through ex­ 
change.
